The mothers of the romplng, fun-
loving children of Ardmore do not have
to wonder where they are and worry

for thair safety, because they know that
from 0 o'clock in the morning until noon
the youngsters are being taken care of
at the Y. M, C. A,

Harry Rohrer, the secretary, and his
wife hnve organized n summer schaol,
and with the assistunce of severnl young
women and young men In the neighbor-
hond have provided weeks of fun and in-
structlon for 1206 ehildren. The school
closes today, and now the parents and
friends wl!ll be shown the “wonderful'’
things their offspring have made,

At 0:30 o'clock in the morning
clans is ealled to order in t?w gym, de-
votlonal exercises are held and the
various pitched volees of childeen from
five to fifteen yenrs are heard all over
the bullding.

Instend,
they come to the class at the *Y'
and bend  toussled heads over the
making of hammocks.
